comes to a standstill the heat is almost 
unbearable. While it is in motion there 
is a draught, which counteracts . the in- 
tense heat. We are now in the south- 
eastern part of Alabama within an hour's 
ride of tile Georgia, stale' line. Broac 
cotton fields and pine forests stretch out 
from'the railroad'track as-far as the eye 
can penetrate. Here and. there dotted

'cabin, ocupied by a negro, family. The 
husband and wife,. surrounded by then 
children, 'stand' in' the doorways and 
wave their-bare black'arras at the sol 
dicrs as-the train thunders by.

ALFALFA GROWING. 


When »nd -How Mqei vt'b' SoW-^-When to ', 


. .Cut.-rbr Seed and For Hay.'V- ..'-.i''' 


. i.It is, well " enough to sow red ' clover 


' 
while there -is yet frost in .the 
£lDCi'b©lOFQ'6P™inC IG-EDOTB'tfluQ 
ise, bat alfalfa'seed should be.deferred 
until warmer weather. .'Nothing.is gain-1' 
ed by 6owing;earlier'than the middle of- 
April,-and there. is:seldom loss through, 
waiting until .May. Light frosts do not 
'kill the young plants,' but; they so retard 
their growth that later sown plants of- 
ten make the beet showing .by June J. 


.. Fall seeding is being advocated'and is 


proving' fully as successful as -spring 
sowing. Sow from Aug.- 1 to Oct. !,'• 
ground being in .good1 condition same as' 
for spring -seeding. , In addition to the 
foregoing the following recommenda- 
tions are made in an article contributed 
to The Kansas Farmer:- 


Liberality in tha use of seed is advis- 


able.. It is very difficult to reseed thin 
patches, and the best plan is to guard 
against having tbose thin patches by 
heavy seeding. The'rule is to sow 20 
pounds of seed per acre, but this will 
bear some modification. On bottom land, 
if the soil1 is in good condition and you 
intend to roll •well1 after seeding, 15 
pounds per acre will be ample to por- 
duce a thick -stand. If the soil is not in 
the beet condition for tbe .germination 
of the seed, proportionately more will 
be required. On upland SO pounds of 
seed per acre is the minimum amount 
to be recommended, and if tho ground 
is nut in good condition it will be econ: 
omy to sow 25 pounds. , 
"Tho seed may be sown either broad- 
cast or with a drill, but whichever 
method is selected care should be .taken 
that the seed is well covered. Common 
grass seeds need but the slightest cover- 
ing, but alfalfa, like all leguminous 
plants, does better with/moderately deep 
seeding. An inch ie none too daep. Aft- 
er seeding, tho ground should be run 
over -w-ih a roller, to pack the. earth 
firmly about the seed and insure its 
early germination and rapid growth. 
. -Alfalfa should bo cut earlier in its 
stage of grcfwth. than other grasses. 
When in 
half blossom is tho best 


timo to cut—a little older is better 
than too young. When iu full bloom, 
it is not too late. Early cut hay is much 
the'best for cuttle and. horses. It is 
shown by feeding trials., J)o not cut too 
much at once,-for if you'ailow.a rain to,( soi 
come on your Eay after'it is cut it will 
not be worth more' than ono-half for 
feed. A method which is much prac- 
ticed .is to rake the alfalfa while ilia 
still quite green into wiiidrows. Alfalia 
may be cured with entire success in the 
windrow, but it is important when 
cured iu this way tbat there ba' ample 
facilities for putting it into stack rapid- 
ly when ready; otherwise it will be- 
come too dry and much of it will be- 
come lost in the handling, especially if 
it has to be carried from tbe field Qn 
wcgons. 


Tho second crop is ordinarily best for 


seed and :is harvested when ail the seed 
pods tun: a dark brown. Cut with a 
self rake reaper, if possible, and handle 
with a barley fork or a push rako that 
will carry tbo bundles without drag- 
ging. Thrash with common clover holl- 
er Or thrashing machine in the field. 
Avoid stacking if possible, us stacks 
take rain easily, which is liable to cause 
tho seed to turn dtirk in color, but it 
does not hurt thegernj of the seed by so 
doing.

Clotliicr prescribes one 
course, which, however, is limited in its 
application to smooth laud. .This is to 
cbaDgiapasture'into meadow every eipht 
or ton years and let is remain meadow 
four or five years. , Prairie grass, when 
used for meadow a number of years, 
grows thicker ou the ground and moro 
productive. This can be accounted for 
by tho fact that raeadowsare cot tramp- 
ed by stock and the foliage has ample 
time to store awny sufficient nourish- 
ment in tho underground parts each 
year before viia crop is harvested. The 
mowing macflino is uniform iu its work, 
cutting tho tender and tho tough sorts 
alike, while, on tho otber hand, stock 
usually pick certain choice localities up-' 
on which they eat the grass out, and at 
tha same time allow the poor sorts to 
grow up undisturbed in bunches over 
tho field.

viding the pasture into two fields of 
equal size.

stitution. It Is on 3. tract o£ 1,022 acres. 
\Vhy? First, to keep curious people at 
a distance; .second, to afford room for 
farming. It Is the one thing these un- 
fortunates are best fitted for. The rule 
is one acre to a patient. The grounds 
were formerly a pleasure resort. There 
is an observatory, up which you may 
climb and set a royal view. 
The in- 


stitution tract is a little empire. One 
side is two and one-quarter miles long. 
We all remember the contest of a num- 
ber of cities to secure this Institution. 
Jt prot so hot that Governor U.oham 
washed his hands of It, and the board 
of control were fflad to throw it off on 
Professor Henry, the agricultural school 
man. He ruled for Chippewa Falls. 
Some of the soil is sandy. 
You can 


see it. It will make you smile, as it did 
the rival cities. But it Is noble potato

Halt Dissected JOO Brains. 


The head of this institution is Dr. A. 


W. TCilmarth. -He is an expert from 
Pennsylvania. 
He is a centle. little 


man with the student's stoop, and at- 
tracts attention at the national con- 
ventions where enthusiasts in imbecil- 
ity are -wont to congregate. He was 
Massachusetts-born, studied medicine 
In Albany and practiced for four and 
one-half years with nervous diseases as 
his specialty. He -was tor eight years 
assistant superintendent at the Elwyn. 
Pa., institution, and for a year acting 
head of that aggregation 0£ 1,000 im- 
beciles.1 while Dr. Kerlin -was In Eu- 
rope. Then for five years he was sen- 
ior assistant of the Norristown, Pa., I 
insane asylum, with its 2,000 patients. 
His specialty is the patheology of ld> j 
iocy and he has written on "Heredity," ' 
but his great work sums up the dissec- 
tion of 100 brains of idiots. 


There is about an even number o{ 


mnles and females in the Institution, 
and they range all the way from 4 years 
to 40, though as a rule merciful death 
tuts1 short the lives of these unfor- 
tunates o£ the lower grades between 
the ages of 20 and 25. You rarely see 
an old idiot. Not until 1SOO was any 
attempt made to do anything for Im- 
beciles, and that In France. In ISIS, in 
Hartford, Conn., a few were gathered 
together in the school for mutes.

United States twenty-one State insti- 
tutions. 


TThat C:IUH*S Idiocy? 


Imbecellty.may be traced to (1) her- 


edity, which prevents proper develop- 
ment, of the .brain; and (2)- from dis- 
eases, ns scarlet fever, etc., in chiWven. 
which destroys parts ot the brain. 
In 


the latter It is a misfortune, not a 
fault. Indeed, persons of line organiza- 
tion, over-worked and enfeebled, may 
by marriage with other enfeebled tem- 
peraments, become ancestors of feeble- 
minded children; and accidents and 
misfortunes lead to the same result, 
but drink and vice are too often the 
cause. Over half the cases are from 
hereditary causes—a terrific argument 
for. the shutting off ot the supply by 
vigorous measures. 
At the Chippewa 


Falls school are many relatives; three 
sisters arc one -group. I saw two twin 
brothers, with nn enormous distance 
between the eyes—which led Dr. Wil- 
marth to explode the theory that it al- 
ways means large brain capacity.

ence, and Miss Thompson, seven years. 
In each custodial' ward are thirty-six 
inmates, .three attendants dividing'the 
twenty-four hours.'between them. .The 
unfortunates can- never be left alone. 
Some are dangerous..-• I saw one at- 
tendant with a b'lack eye and a patient 
ditto. -As a'rule,'however, th^jinmates • 
are-cheerful and the laugh, of an. idiot 
is a proverb. They have no ca.rcs. They 
are free from the delusions- which haunt 
the insane, and the suicidal tendency is 
wholly absent. Epilepsy is closely re- 
lated to idiocy. Some days there- will 
-be six or eight cases of fits, and they 
oftnn hurf themselves when they fall. 
The patient is stretched on his back 
on the lloor with a pillow under his 
head and 'after the exhaustion usually 
goes Into a long sleepl 
The older boys 


and. sirls act as assistants to the.

We began with the lowest grade of • 


boys in a custodial ward. Everything . 
Js new and clean. There 1s an abund- 
ance of sunshine. There was a large 
room with hardwood floor and about 
the sides chairs and settees. Oft of It •" 
was a large room with -water closets, 
and in the center as-fine a bathtub as 
the wealthy man could -wish. Sajjltary 
excellence marked all. In each suite 
was a, dormitory—Iron bedsteads v.'ith. 
spotless, 
clean 
bedclothing. 
Eight 


o'clock is bed time. Still another roorn 
was the hospitaJ; eight equally attrac- 
tive -beds, and in one of them, a sick 
boy lying quietly. But the distressing 
part Is that these unfortunates'ere noc ' 
usually able to describe.their feelings- 
to the doctor. Kindness Is the rule in 
dealing with imbeciles. It does no good 
exept with a few of the higher grades to . 
discipline them—unlike a criminal or 
even an insane person. Whip an idiot 
and he'll commit the same offense over 
asain the next moment. He does -not 
know.

And right here Is the abomination, ol 


the spoils system, which we citizens 
treat so lightly. Imagine 'the unutter- 
able cruelty, by day and by night, of 
turning over these unfortunates to 
coarse,, unfeeling persons, who have no 
interest but only loathing for their 
work, and do it only for the privilege of 
being on the payrolls!

It Is useless to deny that on first en- 


tering the -ward the stranger is startled. 
There is a variety of noises, foolish 
laughter, and occasionally a long, deep 
bay like a wild animal's. One big idiot 
boy, with a full beard, was pushing a 
floor-sweeper round the room aad his 
coarse, si'.Iy laughing -was continuous. 
Another was dragging- a little child 
about on a toy wagon. Many pointed 
at us, with hideous inane looks, and 
some little boys cajne and addressed 
the "doctor," who put his hand on their 
heads and scientlcally explained the 
defects, all too obvious. 
Imbeciles 


group themselves into classes. Th'e.. 
"Mongolians" have slant eyes, round * 
heads and a narrow forehead^ 
Their 


tongues are deep fissured, their fingers 
and toes 'are stubby, and their circula- . 
tion i.s slow. The "Aztecs," seen in

are

"meBacephalus" and "hydrocephalus,"

We sau two little boys on a. cot—but 4 
years old—"Infantile paralysis." They 
were mutes. There they lie all day and „ 
must be fed-.

20 years of age of lun:r disease or con- • 
vulslons. We saw a boy creeping on 
the floor—another paralytic. . There are 
five imbeciles In his family. Over one- 
half of the inmates of this ward ore ' 
paralyzed., either on one side or in both 
limbs. Only six of the thirty-six can 
speak at nil; only eight can hear! They 
were sitting or lying near each other, 
but they have little- comradeship. 
"It isn't as terrible as I feared," I 


said, half-heartedly, to the doctor.

It was, indeed, uterrible. They don't •' 


know their own mothers.. They have 
no memory:- no nothing. They are liv- 
ing- corpses—shells of humanity.

Most of them un- • 
dersized. An endless variety of shapes 
of head and misshapen bodies, leering 
looks, aimless gestures, meaningless 
sounds—tliey'.wiil haunt me to'the day 
of my death. It was an echo of the Old1 
Testament—"the sins of the" fathers 
upon the children to remote generar 
tions." At such a place-one runs up 
against the awfulness of the violated 
laws of nature as nowhere else- And 
if the -world of men could see and hear 
these things would they shun evil?'God 
only knows.
